London, Jan. 21, — It is now stated that 
the late Duke of Bedford died from suicide, 
having shot himself while in a lit of insanity 
caused by intense pain. ' The report has 
caused u sensation. v' . r . ' 

London. is..on,tH» lUl^yive regiirding 
the duke's death, and 'inudh indignation is 
exprcsaod at the secrecy preserved by the 
onthorlties. It appears that the duke was 
ono of the leading mourners at tlie funeral 
of the late historian, A. W. Kinglake, ten 
days ago, although lie did not accompany 
the body to Woking. On that occasion tlio 
Duke's niunnet and appearance attracted at- 
tention, and Historian liuieky, who was also 
present, is said to have particularly noticed 
the peculiar change. The duko hail been 
complaining for some time of excruoiatiug 
pain in the head, and there is reason to be- 
lieve his suicide was not ono of sudden im- 
pulse, but long premeditated. His attend- 
ance at the Kinglake obsequies, when lie 
was the only nobleman present, is con- 
sidered significant, especially as Kinglake 
■was cremated, 'a fate iwhich the duke liad 
chosen for himself. Fivddsys after King- 
lake's funeral, the duke^'wtts dead, and 
within a week Ills body Jmd^ gone to the 
sumo crematory. His relati\^es used all of 
their powerful induence with the coroner to 
p^evont'^ pnblifiit.y, and nasi^Iy; .succeeded. 
As tiiero is only u suggestion ' of suicide, 
nothing more will probably be done about 
it. The duko was a connection by mar- 
riage of Lord Sack ville -West, formerly 
Rritiah minister at Washington, and was 
also fiitlier-in-law of Sir Edwin Malette, 
P)riti8h ambassador at Berlin, who, having 
just buried his mother, is again bereaved. 
The succession of the Marquis of Tavi- 
stock to the title leaves a Conservative va- 
cancy :u the House of Commons.

favor oven of partial reciprocity by 
the Tory Government in England 
and in Canada is to avoid the 
clean sweep which the Liberals would 
make at the impending federal elections in 
Canada, the verdict of which will be un- 
questionably in favor of reciprocity in its 
most unrestricted form, resulting in the free 
introduction of American manufactures. 
British manufacturers plainly see that tlioy 
would thus be at a tremendous disadvantage 
as compared with their American rivals, 
and it is to prevent this possibility 
that partial reciprocity is now proposed. 
The elfect upon the existing British and 
Canudian Tory government of such an ex- 
pression of the ("anadian people as would 
shut out from 40 per centage in urea of the 
empire the goods of the remaining GO per 
cent, and at the same time admit the manu- 
factures of the United States free, would be 
most serious. Hence diplomacy is resorted 
to in the vain hope of averting a verdict 
and taking tho wind out of the tilling sails 
of the Liberal party. But the question is 
not ono of diplomacy it is ono of 
legislation. There is more in Mr. Hitt as 
chairman of the committee of foreign 
affairs, permitting the passage of the reso- 
lution inviting Canada to reciprocity than 
there is in tho whole machinery of the 
State department.

The Train Dcspatcbcrs' Strike. 
Chicago, Jan. 21. — While the Chicaga 
and Erie railroad is seriously crippled by 
the strike of train despatohers, operatorj 
and tt few of the conductors of the Chicago 
division, it cannot be said that tlie strikers 
have gained anything by serious stoppage 
of tho traffic. In fact, if there has been 
any change in the situation at this end of 
tho lino during the past twenty-four hours 
of tho strike, it would appear that the 
strikers have been slightly worsted in tho 
fight. At a meeting of the switchmen and 
yardmen, to-day, they refused to side with 
the strikers, claiming that the cause of the 
strike did not concern their organization at 
all. This action disconcerted the strikers 
very much, and is, no doubt, the reason 
why tho engineers have remained at their 
posts also. "The company concluded to 
stop all freight trains for the present," said 
General Manager Tucker, to-night, " but it 
may bo resumed to-niorrow. With the ex- 
ception of local passenger trains, all our 
regular passenger trains went out to-night 
manned by regular crews." Tucker stated 
emphatically that under no circumstances 
would the company recede from its polition 
in regard to the discbarge of train- dis- 
patcher Scott. 

Lost Vllik AH on Board. 
New York, Jan. 21. — News of the found- 
ering of the American schooner Maggie F. 
Grey and the possible loss of her captain and 
crew of eight men, reached this city this 
morning from Baltimore. Tbe vessel sailed 
on Dec, 17 from Grand Cayman, for Balti- 
mcro with .a cargo of salt. She was under 
command of Capt. Johnson. Nothing was 
heard of the schooner, after ,she had sailed 
until pieces of wreckage, idetitlfied as com- 
injg'from her, were picked up near Grand

THE BEHRlNiiJi SEA DISPUTE. 

Bancroft's History Eniphatlca'ly Conlrndlct* 
Blftlue's Cui.tentlon— I'rotrst Ajalnst 
Leasing PopolT Island. 

New Yokk, Jan. 21. — The Post says, edi- 
torially, on the Behring's dispute : The 
pending question is whether or not Russia 
held the Behring's Sea as a "shut sea" till 
1867, and on that the California historian, 
Bancroft, in his history of Alaska, has much 
to say that is edifying. If the Behring's 
Sea was a "shut sea," how did American 
whalers go from the New England coast to 
Behring's Straits and -through them into 
the Arctic seas? In 1842,- Bancroft says, 
30 American whaling vessels .were in Beh- 
ring's Sea, and 60 in 1841. Russia was 
asked by the Russian-American company, 
he says, to send to the Behring's Sea armed 
cruisers to preserve it as a mare clausum, 
but she refused and replied that the treaty 
of 1829 "gave to Americans the right to 
enga^ in B&hing over the whole extent of 
the Pacific ocean." Bancroft's twenty- 
second chapter allirnis that "40 years ago 
nehi iiig's .Sea was well occupied by Ameri- 
can fishermen of all sorts, and after 1802 
the number increased."- , 

THE leasing op 'POPOPlf ISLAND. " 

Washixc;t()N, Jan. 21. — The JSlcColIum 
Fishing & Trailing coni])'iiiy of ,Saii Fran- 
cisco sunils to Con-^^ri'.saniaii ( 'luiiie un eni- 
phalii; )irotest ugiiinst .Morrow's lull intro- 
(hi'jod by leijuest to lease Popolf Isltind, ono 
of the Aliiskiiii group, to the tiiiii of Lynde 
& Hough, of S.iii Francisco. Thuy say that 
since iici|iiii-ing certain improveiiient.s and 
possessory rights from tho natives for a valu- 
able consideration they have established a 
eod-lishing station and erected several now 
buildings. This business bus assumed ex- 
tensive proportions and a largo cupilal ia 
invested. Their actual expcadituiL-s for 
perin-.iiient iniproveiiieiils in the prosecution 
i>f llioir icgnliir business at Pirate Covo 
during the past fifteen years has exc-"jeded 
Jil.'iO.OOl), and under the circumstances they 
consider it a piece of presumption and un- 
initigiiteil assurance ou the part of Lynde 
Hough to ask for a lease of this island.

\ FlMt HcBBloD of the Blxtb Parliament. 

THIRD DAY. 
Wjjdniwday, Jan. 21, 1891. 
After prayora by tho E.ov. A. Bean- 
landa, 

Mr. Grant resumed the debate on tho 
addrcBH, cliiiractorizing tho position of 
tho indepoiidoiita towards —towards tho 
governnioiit, as defined by one of them, 
yesterday, as ridiculous. They wore, ac- 
cording to their own election speeches 
and declarations, determined to f;ivo the 
government a fair hearing. But after 

* the government policy had been dbcpoiied, 
. they, through one of their mem^jers, de- 
clared, that they had nothing 
to say. The government, ho (Mr. Grant) 
contended, had no policy. Their attitude 
was a travesty upon responsible govern- 
ment, their policy being one of expedi- 
ency. Tho acts of tho government had 
been before the country ; and when they 
vent out as candidates thoy found that 
they had not more than 33 per cent, of 
the electorate. The preiniorcould not 
claim the Independents as his supporters. 

, Aa he (Mr. Grani>):understopd,ifc, (he In- 
dependents did' hoi; propose io discuss 
dead issues, but when live ones come out 
there would, he anticipated, be such im- 
portant discuBsions as tho Bouse had not 
seen before. Except Hon. J. H. Turner, 
not a member of the government had been 

' elected in one of the four cities of the 
province. ^GeUfirally^ Bpeakinjst, tho rural 
districts were the niost consistent sup- 
porters of a government, because of what 
was expected from it towards tho main- 
tenance and support of streets, bridges 
and wharves. Ho trusted that tlie 
government — this or any other — would 
be relieved uf such works as properJy 
beIoni(ed to.i the. ' xnunimpalities. He 
charge'd 'the" goveriimoht ' With having, 
during the lato electoral canvass, thrown 
out tliruats and jiromisoa by wliioli to in- 
<luco tho oloction of tlieir supporters. 
ljUt all this the premier had denied yes- 
terday. He rciteriit; d his charge of liicl\ 
of a ministerial policy. Referring to 
what had been said as to the surveys of 
government land which were goinpt on, he 
Ueclared it to be a shame ciiac tins had 
niot been done years ago. Tho country 
should have been generally surveyed so 
that people should not have been com- 
pelled to go in haphazard. Ho con- 
cluded by paying a high compliment to 
the speakef ior .|b9 manner in which he 
Iiftd presided last 'soViIon, and was con- 
vinced that such would i;u iiiu o.tpuriuncu 
of the future. 

Hon. Mr. Davio complimented the 
mover and seconder on the ability dis- 
played by them, and congratulated the 
House on their presence. Ho appreciat- 
ed the desire that discussion should pro- 
ceed without asperity ; a departure from 
which principle he feared that many of 
the former monibera, himself included, 
must plead guilty to. He would also 
compliment tho Independent party on 
the good sense exhi-bited by them, as ex- 
pressed by Mr. Forster, in refraining from 
taking up time aa:j opposing .iwhen no 
occasion for opposition existed,' but of re- 
servinc themselves for measures as they 
arise. Ho was sorry he could not 
similarly compliment the leader of tho 

f ..Opposition, who in a two-hour speech 

' iiad taken up time in raking up old 

''issues, which had been deoussed ad ndust- 
«m years poneeb;!;>: iul<rapea<iiig stale 
charges which'have long since been ex- 
ploded, and in misquotini; what members 
of the Govorniuent had siiid in the former 
House, and at the hustings. Referring 
to the general prosperity, tho Govern- 
ment indulged in no such foolish boast 
.as that it was referable entirely 
to their policy— although if the 
reverse of prosperity were the state of 
the country, their opponents would not 
be slow in. placing tho blame at the 
Government's door. Ho was disposed to 
agree with the leader of tho Opposition, 
that the prosperity was largely due to 
facility of railway communication ; but 
since ■^;Wben f had ' ' those ' facilities com- 
menced—but since 1883, when the party 
from which- this govertnnent had descend- 
ed came into power, displacing that of 
tho leader of the Opposition — who had 
adopted a light Canada policy — which de- 
layed railway construction on the main 
land, prevented the commencement of 

■- the '-island railjray, and .caused tho dry 
"dock ' at ^squinialt to neady bankrupt 
thocountry. The presentparty coming in to 
power restored peace with the Dominion, 
placed railway matters on the mainland 
on a tirm footing, necurcd the island 
railway and retrieved tho dry dock ; and 
from the accomplishment of these events, 
the dawn of prosperity had commenced. 
Mr. Davio controverted the statement 
that, according to the actual number ol 
votes last election, the government had a 
minority. This was a mere statement to 
cover tho sjittor rout of tho opposition, 
which had occurred, not only at the last 
general election, but at tho two general 
elections which preceded it. He referred 
to the curious reasoning of Mr. Semltn, 
by which ho tried to make out that the 
)bp{}6Bition which, out of a House of 33, 
now comprised a party of five, was 
stronger than the opposition of the hist 
House, which, in a iiouso of 27, started 
with an opposition of eight. Thic 
brought him^^tp the attitude of what is 
called the Independents. In the true, 
and only proper ■ sense, each and every 

; Ije'ntleman who supports the governmeni 
is an independent. No bettor definition 
of an independent could bo given tlnv- 
" a inumbur who comes to tho House 
with no prejudice against tho government, 
but one who, while, perhaps, not agroo- 
ing with ovorything they've done, is pre- 
pared to. accord them fair play," 
•'That is, as 1 understand it, the plat- 
form of tho liulepondents, and at thi 
.same time it is all that wo expect or cat 
ask of any of our supporters.' 
Prom our o[)pononts wo u.xpect no faii 
play. To uao tho languai^o of one ol 
thoni: They ojjposo tho govenunent "ii. 
season, and out of season, and at al 
times." There are five and only five o 
such men, and the country requires m 
more. An amusing jiliaao of tho Inde 
pendent (jueation is — tliat it is stated thii 
tho Govorninoiit havo appropriated tin 
views of tlu! Indcpundonta — stolen tluii 
thunder, in fact. Dut I\lr. Boavon siiy 
that tlio views advocalud Ijy tliu liidepen 
dents are identical with what the Opposi 
tion have all along urged. In othe 
words, that it is not the Governmen\ 
which has stolen tho policy of tho Inde 
pependonts, but tho Indopendonts whiol 

liare plundered the Opposition., (Laugh- 



ter). This charge of appropriating other 
people's views leads to what Mr. 
Beaven calls the " gross immoral 
ity " of Mr. Bobsun' in holding a 
caucus. As already stated, all govorn- 
iuent supporters are true independents, 
and being tho choice of tho people their 
views are ascertained by hearing them on 
public platforms, reading their addresses, 
eonietinies (aa was tho case with Mr. 
Aiiderbun, of Siiaaioli,) reading , well 
penned contributions to the. publl': press, 
and also by discussing matters in caucus, 
as it is termed, and in respect of the 
latter plan the leader of ' the opposition 
hoWs'tfp his hands in pious horror, and 
so do some of bis followers, as if they'd 
never been to a caucus. Why, it is com- 
mon knowledge that, when the leader of 
the opposition was in the government, no 
measure of any importance was ever in- 
troduced that was not thoroughly 
caucusaed. When that gentleman came 
into power in 1878, the caucus selected, 
at least, one member of his cabinet, and 
every subject of reform was shaped there. 
Havo his party of five had no caucus this 
session ? Nay, more, have they not 
endeavored, but in vain, to got 
the independents to como to their cau- 
cus ? What's the use of resorting to 
such transparent cant } Mr. Darie then 
referred to the way in ■„ which the oppo- 
sition speakers had tried to misrepresent 
Mr. Robson in his utterances. The con- 
cluBivo proof that ho had not mado such 
absurd utterances as attributed to him 
was that his audiences wore satisfied with 
his expressions, and had returned him 
ahead of the poll. As to the Order-in- 
Oounoil withdrawing' the lands, in spite 
of which the leader of tho opposition had 
assured tho House that tho government 
could bo compelled to part with tho land, 
a coticlusivu aiiHWor was that no one had 
attempted it, although fortunes might bo 
made could such an attempt bo sjiiccesa 
ful. It would weaken tho govefiiment 
support in this House, could the oppo- 
sition succeed in proving tho legal posi- 
tion they assumed. If the opposition bo 
lieved that the retention of ollica by tho 
government was a public calamitj', was 
there none among them (and some 
were wealthy) public-spirited enough 
to spend a few dollars to 
bring the government into court, and 
prove what they say. ' Their failure to do 
80, condemns what thoy say. Then as 
to tho ?10i) tax — the order in council ro- 
niitting that was likewise " not worth the 
paper it is written on."— 'i'et no one had 
attacked it, although large interests 
might bo served in do iig sn, and t.ho beat 
ccjnstitutional lawyer in.^the Province, a 
gentleman who came of a family of emi- 
nc nt lawyers— one of whose brothers had 
been the first Cliief Justice of Canada, 
and the other almost equally renowned 
has declared its constitutionality to bo 
hoyond (juoation. ^here was no doubt 
that the §105 tttX.;Wa6.. a .mistake — not 
merely of this goveifnineht, but of the 
whole House. It was idle for the leader 
of tho Opposition to say, that he protest- 
ed against it and foAast its result. Hia 
memory is just as much at fault here aa 
is his knowledge of constitutional 
law. The leader of the Opposition 
always takep care when he make's a point 
to have it on record in the joumals 
of the House — ^but nothins; of the kind 
ia on record here — nor yet even a word 
of protest in newspapers friendly to him. 
There is just this difTorence between 
the Government and their opponents. 
The Giivernment admit that thoy make 
some mistakes, (who does not) but they 
manage to repair them if they do; whore- 
as the leader uf the Opposition would 
have you to believe that he never . com- 
mitted a blunder in his life, whereas his 
whole political career, when in oilice was 
a system of blunders, Mr. Davie then 
dealt with the assurance of tho leader of 
the Opposition that tho former |,'overn- 
ment had given away alternate blocks 
on the railway bolt. Such a grave nccu- 
sation would be news to most of the mem- 
bers, and it would appear as- 
tounding that so damaging an ac- 
cusation had never been mado 
before. Mr. Beaven had mentioned tho 
same point some three years ago, but it 
had been coneiusively shown at the time 
that the province had no alternative sec- 
tions to give away. Mr. Davie then 
quoted tho terms of Union, showing that 
tho British Columbia government was 
bound to contribute a similar extent of 
land to that appropriated by the Domin- 
ion in the Northwest, n 't, however, ex- 
ceeding twenty miles'on each side along 
the entire length of the railway. The 
Dominion government had appropriated 
2.0,000,000 acres, and the entire quantity of 
land fur twenty miles on each side of the 
railway amounting only to some 13,000,- 
000 acres ; it all had to be given. Mr. 
Davie then defended the action of the 
government in appointing the railway 
ccmimiasion, which was abundantly justi- 
fied under the Public Luiuiries act ; 
tho Riiihvay Aid act, which would 
bo dealt with later on in the 
session, when a me.aauro dealing with it 
would bo submitted. Ho also combatted 
tlie notion that tho (iovornmont should, 
at this stage, unfold any other measures 
than outlined in the govurnor'a speech, 
and .corrected Mr. Semliu's statement 
that he (Mr. Davie) had charac 
terizod the consolidation of the 
statutes as so absurd and ridicu- 
lous, tliat tho Government had re- 
fused t'l pay for it. What he had said 
was that the work had many errors, bul 
not of such a character as to condemn tin 
entire work — and so far from refusing ti 
pay, tho Guvernmonb had already paid 
what they considered a liberal and jusi 
reiiiuner.ition. After dwelling upon 
ither minor topics, and the necessity o) 
i.lio Gnvornment framing its legislatioi 
ill keeping with the expansion of tin 
country, Mr. Davie resumed his seai 
imidst loud applause. 

Dr. Milno denied that ho was a wlf 
He should support all good measures, ii. 
natter whuni they camu from. He apok. 
if tho prosperity of tho province, .uh 
•aid that tho trsde of Victoria had in 
jroasod fifty per cent., and but for i oluu 
infortunato matters tliat of Nanaini' 
vndd havo boon nioro than doubled. Ili 
ciado similar observations with regard ti 
he other cities, whoso expansion was due 
o tho enterprise of its people alone, an 
lot to tho Government. Ho claime 
bat the mining royalty tax wasdetriinon 
il to that interest, and strongly ndvocati < 
urther surveys of tho Government land? 
md their being placed at tho dispo.siti n 
f settlors without delay. Ho asked fo 
better land laws, and a liberal policy 
Continvtcl on Pag* 8l»,

THE EEiDEKT INDIAN WAR. 

An Investigation Proves That the Uprising 
Was Caused by the Natives Being 
Nearly Starred. 

New York, Juu. 50. — Henry Guy Carlc- 
tonhos just rcturnedfrom Washington, D.- 
C, , whither he went on behalf of the New 
York -World to investigate the cause of the 
recent Indian war. He was given data and 
looked into the matter thoroughly. . 

Carleton finds that the government has 
not kept faith with the red men, and that 
the savages, notwithstanding the treaties 
made when they ceded their lands, were 
actually starved, which Carleton concludes 
was ample justification for going on the 
warpath. 

After saying that congress cut down the 
appropriation for " subsistence and civiliza- 
tion" from 81,000,000 to .5000,000, when it 
should not have been done, the iuveatigator 
remarks: "I am positively informed by a 
high nuthority in the war department that 
a very recent army investigation at Pine 
Kidge shows that at the time of the im- 
prisoning the following was the issue made 
Ijy the agent to an Indian family 
of seven persona, the issue to laat 
30 days: Beet on the hoof and

A great deal of nonsense is talked by 
the" Opposition about caucus. Thoir 
tlieory is one that has been abnndonod in 
■very British dependency, and is not 
praotisod dven in Great Britain itaelf. 
The reprosontatives of the people, 
■whathor they support the Government or 
belong to the Opposition, will not, in 
those days, consent to be the blind fol- 

<" lowers of leaders, lot them bo ever so 
able or ever so distinguished. They in- 
aisfc upon having a voice in devising the 
policy which they support, dr . in shaping 
the course which they intend to take. 
The time has gone by when a leader can 
4raw up a policy for his followers 

. in his study and not give them 
any inkling as to its niitaro 
■ntil his measures are brought down to 
Parliament. The day of the piirlianient- 
ary autocrat has cjono by. Tho world has 
l)ecume democratic in more ways than 
one. If- Mr. Beaven attempted to lead a 
government in the way he. wishes the 
world to consider the bnly cpOstitational 
one,' hiis tenure of ofiSce would be counted 
by hours. He would not in this pro- 
vince, or in any other, find a half a 
4ozen men who would submit to his 
leadership on such terras. Mr. Davie 
■aid nothing more than the simple truth 
when he asserted that what tlio Opposi- 
tion professed with respect to tho caucus 
was nothing more or better than 
hypocrisy. 

THE OPFOSITION TRAP. 

. ; T&e trap set for the Independent party 
: yesterday afternoon was a very clumsy 
affair. Dr. Milne ought to have been too 
shrewd to lend himself to any such fool- 
, ish trick. He should have ■rememhored 
what he had heard and read about the 
vanity of setting the snare in the sight of 
any bird. He and his four fellow con- 
spirators ought to have known that the 
Independent members are not so very 
verdant as to be caught by such very 
light chaff as they tried to torapt them 
with. A moment's thought should have 
convinced them that the following para- 
graph in the speech, the reply to which 

they «rerev, ;CptuiderinE(, gave the 

Independents as ' well as all the other 
jKtembers of the House reason ■ for bon- 
«luding that whatever there was in the 
miuiog laws: t)iat needed ataendment, 
would, in the codise' of the session, be 
amended. This is it: — 

"A coramiasion composed of gentlemen 
possessing extensive practical acquaint- 
ance with the subject, has been entrusted 
with the work of revisinp; the mining 
laws and supplying such amendments as 
shall meet the changing needs uf this im- 
portant industry. The result of their 
labors will bo laid before you at an early 
date, in order that you may enact such 
legislation as shall be calculated to pro- 
mote the development of our great min- 
eral weiilfb." 

An honorable and an intoUisent Oppo- 
sition seeing that paragraph in the 
Speech would have waited to find out 
what these amendments were before it 
pronounced upon them. The action 
taken by the Opposition, yesterday, shows 
very clearly that they are afraid that tho 
CoinmisHion has recommended striking 
out of the law tlie clause they complain 
•f, and ithat the Government will act on 
their recommendatibh. If this werenot the 
ease, why did they attempt * to steal a 
march on the Oovernmont and try to 
ontrap the Independent members who 
are pledged to treat the Government 
fairly, iato joining in a vote of want of 
confidence before tho Government 
had brought down its promised amend- 
ments. Tho right time to havo made the 
motion, put into Dr. Milne's hands bj 
his experienced leader, was last session, 
after the Royalty clause had been passed. 
If they were asstronitly opposed to- that 
clause jbjhen, as they profess to be now, 
they would not have lost , an . hoar in 
putting on record their coiidcimnation of 
it, in the strongest and most conspicuous 
way possible. Now, when the Govern- 
ment havo promised to brint; 
down air.endnionts to tlio mininj; 
laws, it is clearly not tho timo ti 
coiiauro it for liaviii.^, last session 
rnado " a legislative pmiiosition," which, 
for anythin.g the Oppositien know to tlii 
contrary, it may bo now prepared to re 
scind. We repeat, that if tho Oppoaitiui 
were shrewd and intelligent, to say, noth- 
ing more, it would not have made such ii 
motion at such a time. 

Tho course taken by tho Indepondeni 
party is creditable to their intelligenc< 
And lovo of fair play. Thoir detormiuH 
iioD, too, as expressed by Mr. Cotton, 
jiot to base tbei.r judgment ou the puai 



acts of this Government and the doings 
of former governments, shows that they 
possess good sense. It is to bo hoped 
that this dotormiiiatiou will havo tho ef- 
fect nf preventing moinbers on both RideB 
of the House dishing up tho old stale 
chestnuts that havo become perfectly dis- 
gusting through being so frequently 
hashed and rehashed. ] 

The Independent members will, no 
doubt, be well pleased with themselves 
for being too wise arid too wary to fall 
into tho trap set for thein by the Oppo- 
sition. If the obnokious clause is re- 
pealed in the mining laws, as revised, 
they will be able to vote for tlio amend 
mont without having to take back any 
thing, and without having to reproach 
themselves with being hasty and unjust 
in prejudging the Administration. 

THAT SILLY CLAIM. 

We are surprised that the organ of the 
Opposition 'and, its Jnapirers do not see 
tho chiMishness of their cent ehtiori that the 
Goveirnment . has . stolen their policy, 
Thoy miist be very obtuse, indeed, if they 
cannot be made to understand that such 
a complain is tho strongest approval of 
tho course it has taken that tho Govern- 
ment could wish. After saying that the 
Government's policy is theirs they simply 
stultify themselves when they place them- 
selves in opposition to the Guvernment 
that has undertaken to carry out that 
policy. If, for instanoe, Lord Salisbury 
adopted the policy of ' Home Bute for 
Irelahd, would Parnell andMcCarthy and 
their followers bo such idiots as to re- 
proach his government with having stolen 
their policy ? It is impossible to imiigine 
them acting in such a senseless manner, 
but if they wero such fools as to refuse to 
accept what they havo been agitating for 
at the liands of the Tory Premier they 
would be scouted and ridiculed from one 
end of the Empire to, the other. Yet, 
tho HomeBulers have a definite' polioy,one 
which has been pretty clearly formulated 
for some time. This is'nbt the case with 
the Opposition in this province. They 
proposed no measure of general reform 
during the existence of tho last Legisla- 
tive Assembly, and the complaint was 
that when they wont to tho country 
they had no policy. They were simply a 
fault-finding Opposition — destructive but 
not constructivn. It is true the Leader 
of the Opposition maintained that the 
Government should build railroads in- 
stead of subsidising them, but it soon ap- 
peared that not one of his four followers 
would consent to support that policy. 
It cannot bo said that tho disjointed ideas 
which candidates for legislativo honors 
give expression to in their very discursive 
speeches, are, in any sense, a policy. 
We are not suro that the members of the 
Opposition wont so far as this in advocat- 
ing the principles on which tho Govern- 
ment's policy is based. But even if thoy 
did, they have no patent right to those 
principles, and they should be the very 
last to* complain when it was seen that 
the Government had determined to give 
them effect by etnbodyiDg.them in legisla- 
tive measure8;_ To steal apoUcy in this way 
is simply an impOBsibility, and those who 
cry out against the Oovdrnmeut because 
it is doing what they declare is best for 
the province, and what it most urgently 
needs, prove themselves to bo not only 
wanting in patriotism, but childishly in- 
consistent. 

The Government's policy is its own. 
Its members have devised it and given it 
to the country, and they have staked 
their political existence on their ability 
to carry it out. If the Opposition find 
that they cannot consistently or con- 
scientiously oppose it, the best thing 
they' can do is to vote for the Govern- 
ment's measures and say nothing, for the 
more loudly they proclaim that the policy 
ii theirs, tho more clearly do they show 
that they cannot oppose it without deny 
iiig their principles and stultifying them- 
selves. It is to be hoped that the organ 
of tho Opposition will find out before 
very long that tho inost'stupid thing that 
it is possible for a political party to do is 
to lay claim to a policy and, at the same 
time, oppose the Government that adopts 
it. By taking such a course the party in 
effect says : " We have no fault to hnd 
with the Government's measures ; its 
policy is our pol cy, yob wo havo deter- 
mined to do all wo can to oppose it and 
bring it into discredit." This ia fiictiouB- 
noss of the mdst open und the most shame- 
less kind. 



BACK AGAIN. 



Mr. Dalton McCarthy has boon careful 
to show that he is at one with the 
Govsrnment on the trade question. 
Wliile speaking at Stayner, Out., a few 
days ago, he told his, hearers that the 
Opposition had imida the issue at the 
next general - election unrestricted reci- 
p ocity. He did not bolieve in sending 
to Washington and begging tho United 
St ao8 (jovornment for reciprocity. He 
d d not, bull ve in duscriiniiintiiig .igiiiiust 
1 10 Mother Country, and in favor of tiio 
United States, IIo would c insuquently 
bo with tho Govermnont when tho gen- 
ortl election came round. It is pretty 
"evidont 'tna? Mr. McCarthy is tired of 
being in antagonism to Sir John Mnc- 
lonald's Government. His sympathies 
tro with the Ouuservatives and it is more 
hun probable that he sees, that very 
little is to be gained in any way, by plac- 



ing himself in ' opposition to his old 
friends and fellow-workers. If he does 
not see by this timo that the equal rights 
movement was a great mistake ho is not 
no shrewd a man us wo take him to be. 
His speech at Stayner shows that he feels 
out of his elemen.t among the motley crew 
which surrounded him, but did nut help 
him when that agitation was at its height, 
and that he longs to he in more congenial 
company. Wo have no doubt that

which would settlu thu fannern un tho 
lands at tho loaut poasiblo cicponBO. IIo 
donouiiced the royalty reguliitions as 
rotrofjrade. In France all land royalties 
had been swept away, while in Ontario in 
180'J tlioy had boon aboliahod. Thoso 
royalticB wuru to tho crown, but tho roy- 
alties hero wore payable to the railways — 
the worst kind of royalty possible. Ho 
contended that tho prei^iicr at Donald 
and Revolstoko had not been received 
with his mininc; policy with 
the enthusiasm that the Govoni- 
ment had claimed. Ho (Mr. 
Milne) was opposed to tho school policy 
of tho Government. Under it thu trus- 
tees wero nioro iiguroheads, while, at any 
moment, the Provincial Secretary could 
dismiss a teacher. Teachers should not 
be Subjected to political influenco. In 
tho city of Victoria the schools wero 
almost locked up, the Government hav- 
ing refused to pay the bills of tho trua 

■ tees. It was very humiliating both for 
tho truateea and the poi pie to, bo placed 
at tho mercy of the Minister of Edu- 
cation. The trustees ought to have 
at their disposal tho money with which to 
cover their expenses. Such had been 
tlie case till the time of Dr. Ryer 

.. . 8on, in Ontario, but that had all been 

; r.chanp;ed, and now Qatar io hadt the .best 
educational system in the Dominion. 3e 
objected to tlie present election law as 
leading to class legislation, tho deposit 
of §200 pkcing legislation in the hands 
of thoso who had a full purse, instead of 
in the hands of thoso who, though quite 
able tu represent a constituency, wore 
prevented from.dpiop 80. :by this iniquit- 
ous law. Last election a miner had de- 
sired to come forward as a candidate, 
and had ollbred to deposit gold 
iui£;c;ets, but was not allowed to do so. 
He (Dr. Milne) wanted to have elections 
made as cheap as possible, so that all 
who desired to reach the goal might do 
so. He summarized the policy of the 
opposition as laid ' down by him at tho 
meeting in tho theatre in Victoria, and 
was pleased to see that tho Indopciul- 
ciits had adopted it. while that of the 
premier was support my government 
and you shall have all yuu want." Ho 
contended that the premier had, during 
' iiho elections; gone round' tho country to 
buy up the' electors, citing as iiis 
declarations comments made upon his 
remarks in the Weekly News- Advertiser 
of June 11. While' not agreeing with the 
government, he hoped to bo able to agree 
and vote with them if they introduced 
proper measures. Ho claimed to bo as 

f independent as any member in the 
House, and should vote as his conscience 
and his principles dictated. He moved 
in amendment ; That we. consider that 
Your Honor's ministers acled in a manner 
highly prejudicial to this province by 
advising Your Honor to submit to the 
legislature a proposition to grant to a 
railway corporation tho right to exact 
and collect a percentage on the gold and 
Bilver extracted from ores found upon 
lands granted by the Crown to the com- 
pany, in aid of the railway. 

Mr. Mackenzie said that Nanaimo had 
nothing to thank tho government for. 
Ho referred to the Wellington strike and 
tho action of the government in send- 
ing troops there. He complained 
that he had boon unable to obtain 
maps of the province which showed how 
badly the surveys had been made. He 
spoke against the supersession of acts of 
parliament by ordors-in-council, and, 
with respect to education, brought up 
the case of Air. J. N. Muir. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven produced, what he 
claimed to bo, an extract from the Van- 
couver World, of Mr. Robaon's speech 
(He read from tho Times). 

Hon. Mr. Robson asked the member 
to give the date of that paper. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said it was June 2. 
(After some remarks^ from, the jninis-. 
'terial side,' he admitted that he had not 
^liy him tho copy of the World, but was 
•teading from the Times. It was shown 
.that tho i>aper ho should have quoted 

..\iiS>m was that of May 21.) He con- 

- ^iinued — The premier had said that a 
ygovernmeut caucus was as confidential as 

, >.a Maaoiiio lodge, and had pointed out 
•the advantages which government sup- 
porters had. He took up tho railway 
lands question, reciting the Walkem act, 
contending' that tho Smythe act, under 
which the lands wero given, was a vei^ 
different thing to tho provisions of tho 
terms of union. Except the fur interest, 
mining was the parent industry of the 
province, and it was much to bo regretted 
that it was not improving as it should. 
I'his was greatly attributable to tho 
legislation of tho province. One 
of tho acts which had done more 
than any thing else to jjaralyzo 
that industry in the Kootenay district 
was tho royalty law. Miners wore 
successful almost up to tho boundary lino, 
but hero, — one of the richest districts on 
tho Pacifio Coast, — there was nothing 
being done. He denounced the govern- 
ment's land policy. That Augean stable 
— tho Land aiid Works Dopartinont— 
■wanted cleaning out. What between tho 
lands.ros^rved for individuals and compa- 
nies it w'asdifficult to tind land enough 
for a poor man to erect his cabin upon. 
In his time a man was not allowed to 
take up land until it had been properly 
surveyed, while tho actual settlor had tho 
preference over any other a])plicant, al- 
though he had surveyed and staked off 
tho land he asked for. Now when the 
Govenunent had loaded themselves up 
with property, they raised the price and 
\now had looked it up entirely. He re- 
ferred to a largo number of topics and 
twitted tho Premier on being disappoint- 
ed in tho results of tho elections in 
Westuiiimter and Vancouver. Ho con- 
cluded by again declaring that tho 
government policy had paralyzed tho 
miner's intoreat. 

Honi -Mr.'^Bobson explained to mem- 
bers th6 'meaning and effect of tho 
amendment. Ho reminded them that in 
tho speech from tho Throne, a bill hod 
been promised to amend tho Rijilway Aid 
act. When tliat bill oanio before tho 
House, then would bo their o])portunity 
to deal with tho subject. To pass tho 
amendment would not remove tho Roy- 
alty. Tho opportunity would bo offered 
them, when tho bill camo down, which 
would bo in a very short time. Ho had 
thought, and said before tho eloctiona 
that tho Oovornmont would be sus- 
tained at tho polls. It had boon nobly sus- 
tainod, yot tho Opposition had endeavor- 
ed to make out that he liad been a false

prophot. The leader of tho Opposition 
lind coiisured the Govorninonfc for con- 
tributing 80 large n sum as 200,000 acrcg 
"f liind to tlio Kuocoimy «fc Oolumbia 
Railway, yet tho government to which hu 
hud bolongea had appropriated 750,000 
acres to a company followiii^ tho sftiiio 
route. Ho had, it was true, voted for the 
farst RraiU, but hu hud believed, and ho 
still bohevod, tliat ho hud voted in the 
interoBta of the province. It was absurd 
for the gentleman to make so much out 
of this reserve. He did Jiot charge the 
leader of tho opposition with insincerity, 
but ho gave him credit for being sincere 
when he made that proposal. But his 
present course showed his incongistenoy. 
He had asked the House to believe that 
the ^ix-niilo blocks being reserved for the 
railway would shut out tho mitiers ; but 
they did not shut them out. The lauds 
were just as free to the minors to go on, 
yet he asked tho House to beliove that 
intending settlors could not, on account 
of that grant, got a foothold. Mr. Rob- 
son emphasized the fact that tho grant of 
tho Beaven government was nearly four 
times as great as that of tho 
present government, yet among those 
who voted for it were Messrs. 
Beaven, McLeese, Semlin, Arni- 
Htronpr and Grant. When the transfer 
of lands under the act now complained'of 
was made, tho mines were as free to 
minors as ever they were. The leader of 
the Oi)po8ition had said that he had no 
hesitation in attributing tho present con- 
dition of the mining industry to the 
policy of the Govornmont. Any gentle- 
man who would make a statement like 
that was capable of niiiking any state- 
meat. Ho contended that every suheme 
of mining enterprise was eagerly taken 
up and aided by his Government, and 
with the best information, and under the 
best light, which it was possible for them 
to obtain. If they had nut, in every case, 
been successful, they were not to bo 
blamtd, wliilo tho Opposition had never 
formulated any Bclieme. Ho spoke 
of the manner in which the Govern- 
ment had aided tho mining industry by 
the_ establishment of reduction works, etc. 
Objection had been taken to the appoint- 
ment of a mining commission which had 
been done under the law and with tho 
object of getting all light and information 
UmL wero possible, it was in the mining 
interest. It n-as ridiculous to contend 
that the granting of tho land reserves 
would interfere with the minors, and was 
sorry that the Opposition shoilld deem it; 
incumbent on them to create erroneous 
impressions. Ho would not now refer to 
the remarks of the gentleman who occu- 
pied the lirst seat on tho Opposition 
benches, but should deal with them at a 
future time. He thought it best again to 
observe that the only object of the 
amendment was to defeat the Govern-' 
ment, and that without removing the 
royalty clause with which it was the in- 
tention to deal when the matter came up 
in a regular way. 

Mr. Cotton said tho Independents had 
not intended to speak on tho address, as 
had been previously announced, but the 
motion before the House rendered it 
necessary for them to do so. The inde- 
pendents had felt last ypar, when the law 
was passed; that the royalty olause was 
wrong, and so they still felt. However, 
it was necessary to say that while the 
opinions of the Independents wero un- 
changed, inasmuch as tho intention of 
tho government had been expressed to do 
away with the royalty and do what the 
Independents held to be "proper ; while, 
moreover, they were pledged not to go 
back on dead issues, but to carry out 
legislation which they held to be the best 
for-.the country, they felt that the 
amendment simply meant tho defeat 
of tho government, and had therefore 
come to tho conclusion that, in 
the absence of certain members, in 
justice to themselves, and to their 
constituents, they could not under 
the fsircumstanoes vote for tho amend- 
ment.', ' ' -'. *V 
V On motion of. Mr] Grant, the debate 
was adjourned, and the House adjourned.

Sorao of tho proat Generals wliosG 
Tiames arp familiar to us had a'wondor- 
ful powCT of sloeping for a fow moments, 
even on tho battle-flold. Tho Duko of 
Wellington, justboforo tho attack on 
St. iSoliastian, in Spain, found that the 
hroucbinff batteries would not bo ready 
to open tho attack for two hours. 

'"i'lio host tiling wo can do," ho said, 
"is to sloop," and slipping off his horso 
into a trench ;lie was asloop in an in- 
stant. " '■ ' 

Napoleon, at tho very crisis of tho im- 
portant battle of Wagram, ordered up 
his reserve, which ho never did except 
in groat omorironc'ies. Confident that 
tho movomont would bo carried out and 
would insure tho victory, bo ordered his 
bear-skin to be spread on tho ground and 
in a moment ho was in deep sleep. Ilo 
slept for twenty minutes and bin stall 
began to bo alarmed, but waking ho is- 
sued further orders without asking any 
questions, as if ho had not slept. 

Lord Chostorflold was universally re- 
garded as ono of tho most polished gon- 
tlomon in tho English ooujt in the last 
century. Ilis manners " wero" faultless 
and tho grace of his bearing was inim- 
itable. But lio gives a comical iuxount 
of tho first party bo attended. Ho was 
thoroughly uncomfortable, knowingnei- 
thor what to do or say. At leuffUi, 
growing desperate and feeling that sonio- 
thing must bo done, ho addressed a 
beautiful lady near by, and added force 
to tho question by energetically claspinj,' 
botli hands. 

"Jladani, don't you find it very warm 
to-niglit?" 

It was not a promising beginning for 
tho man who became tho first wit of his 
"go. - , 

Historians always stop to describe tho 
dying of Wolf and Montcalm, tho two 
opposing coinniandors in tho battle of 
Quebec, lint tlieir deaths woro simply 
hoioic compared witli tho Christian 
death of Stonewall Jaclcson. 

About 1:30 on tho day of his death ho 
was told that he had two, hours to live, 
and he uiiswered feebly, but firmly; 
"Very good; it is all right." 

A fow moments before ho died lio 
cried out in his delirium: "Order A. P. 
Hill to prepare for action. I'ass tlio in- 
fantry to tlic front rapidly. Tell .'Nktjor 
Hawks — " then stopped, leaving tbosoii- 
' tonce unfinished. 

Presently a smilo of inolTablo sweet- 
ness spread itsolf over his palo face and 
then ho said quietly and with an expres- 
sion of relief: "Lotus cross over the 
river and rest under tho shadoof tho 
trees." And then, without pain or tho 
least struggle, his spirit passed. 

Probably Mozart was' tho greatest 
musical genius the world over saw, and 
some of the stories of his precocity 
.■ jseem. almost supernatural. At fmir ho 
' (ould retain in memory tho brilliant 
solos in tho concertos wliicliho heard, and 
his fattier began half in sport to givo 
hinj los.sons. The musical faculty seoms 
to have been intuitive in him; for in 
learning to play he learned to compose 
at the Isamo time, his own nature dis- 
covering to him somo important secrets 
in melody, .rhythm, symmetry, and tho 
art of sotting a bass. 

To learn a minuet ho required half an 
hour, for a longer piece an hour, and 
having onco mastered them he played 
them with perfect neatn0S9.ai}d.in exact 
time. Ilis progress was 80 Croat that at 
four years of ago, or oariior, 'ho -com- 
posed littio pieces, which his father 
wrote down for him. Ijater, "in music 
ho astonished his toaclier, not so much 
by an avidity for information as by tho 
.impossibility of telling him any thinp 
. that ho did not know before. At tho 
age of six Mozart know tlio effect of 
.^((qup^B'as' represented by notes and liad 
overcome the difficulty of composing un- 
aided by an instrument. Having com- 
menced coniposiliun with recourse to 
tho clavier, his powers in mental music 
constantly increased and ho soon im- 
agined elTects of which tho original 
typo existed only in his brain." 

The Karl of Cbosterlield was called 
the iirst gentleman of liis ago. It was a 
cardinal point of etiquette with liira 
never to e.xhibit ill teinper in company 
or bo remiss in courtesy to any guest. 
But he 'was sometimes sorely tried by 
the rude and awkward manners of his 
son, Philip Stanhope, wliom lie tried in 
vain to educate to gentlemanly liabils. 

J'hilip was a groat glutton and cuuld 
not restrain his appotito ovon in com- 
pany. On ono occasion, when hisfathof 
had invited a large number of titled 
guests, an elegant ontortainment was 
provided. Ono of the rare dishes was a 
platter of l)aked gooseberries, snov.'ed 
over with ricli cream. Philip had boon 
helped liountifuHy by Lady Chesterfield, 
who know his weakness. But when a 
servant was taking out tho dish in clear- 
ing the table Philip beckoned to him, 
and taking it in his hand began to lap 
up greedily the rich cream. Lord Ches- 
lerllold was disgusted, but without a 
change of face or voice to iiiJicalo tlio 
tempest within said in a caJrn tone to 
his servant: 

"John, why do you not fetch a strop 
and razor, you see your master is going 
to shave himsolfv"

The American National of KnntnB City, a 
Wreck— Riimora of Its Financial 
<!oiiilUIon Caused a 
Bit; Hull. 

Kansas City, Jau. HI.— Tlio national 
bank exuiniiier for Missouri took charge of 
Ihu Auiuricau National 13a nl;, of this eity, 
this morning. The capital stock of the 
bank is $1,250,000. No^^tatement of tho 
liabilities or Bssets can be obtained. .sj^Pur 
ing the early part of last week' it.?,l)ecaine 
known to members of ^theiliKansais^VCity 
Clearing- iiouBO auooiation. that 'thejt bank 
was in need of aMiBtancei.-'/Ainveettn^^^ 
the association was called and a resolution 
adopted assuring the American that upon 
u proper showing oasistanco would be ren- 
dered to tho amount of $1,000,000. 
A committoo wua appointed to ex- 
amine tho collaterals, and Saturday 
they reported that the paper offered 
WHS not Hii'^h as tlie liant<8 of tho associa- 
tion would accept. This decision made 
the failure of tho bunk inevitablo, and tlie 
bauk exaii'iner assumed charge of tho 
concern. As u result of the failure a great 
deal of uneasiness was created among tho 
depoaitora of the Kansas City Safe aud 
Savings Deposit biUih, which was auppoped 
hy many to be connected with tho American 
Nationul bank. There wua a run on tho 
first named bank all day. To all appear- 
ances the bank has plenty of money, and it 
is tho general opinion of those in a position 
to know tliat the bank will lie nil right and 
there is no occasion for the scare. The de- 
posits of tho American National bank are 
about §1,200,000, having fallen to that 
an.ount from .^l.tH'O.OOO since Inst October. 
It has been ascertained that tho bank owes 
over §800,000 of borrowed money. A gen- 
tleman in a position to know the condition 
of the otlicr national banks in the city says 
they are in good condition, and will not be 
aCTeoted by tlio failure. 

President Stimson, in a public statement, 
says the cause of the failure of the Ameri- 
can National Bank seems to have been tlie 
definite lack of confidence which has prc- 
vaded the business world in the last fow 
months.. A ramor gained ourreucy three 
months ago that Lheban^ was not in the 
best condition. Witfi^drawal of deposits 
followed immediately, and with the growth 
of the unfavorable reports, inoreased to an 
ularniing extent. On the Ist day of October 
tho hank statement showed deposits of 
81,200,000 : On Decomlier 19th they had 
fallen off to .52,,'i00,0O0, aud Saturday night, 
when tho clearing-house coniniittec made 
an investigation, they aggregated only $1,- 
400,000. The cash available at that time 
was §400,000.
